TUB $60,000 SALE. 

Tho "Victoria correspondent of the 
Globe is popularly supposed to be the 
managing editor uf Uio Victoria Timea. 
If this supposition be correct tho manag- 
ing editor lust evening wrote himself a 
letter to deny that he wrb identical with 
t'other fellow at Now Westminster. If 
»uch be the case there ore two correspon- 
dents of the Globe in this country engug- 
ed in dishing up sweet morsels of political 
scandal to ticklo the Grit palate in Onta 
rio. Ab Paddy remarked of the twitm, 
"There's a pair of thim where one wud 
have bin too many." Referring to tho 
value of tho land comprised in tho Son- 
geesh village the Timea charges T?ie Col- 
onist with saying that §150,000 would bo 
considered dear for tho trad by any sen- 
aiblo man. Our contemporary quotes in- 
correcily. What we said was that if there 
were no island railway £;10,000 would bo 
considered duar fur the land. We now re- 
peat thut statement. We believe that no 
sensible man would want it oven at that 
or any other sum if Mr. Dunsmuir and 
his associates had | not come forward and 
agreed to iiUlld tho railway. The hiejie.-tt 
price offered for the land was 860,000. 
That proposition was made by Victoria 
parties after the construction of tho island 
railway was assured. Now, then, wo 
contend that the Dominion Government 
had no right to ask a higher price for the 
laud than it would have possessed had 
there been no railway. Such has boon 
the policy pursued at llurrard Inlet by the 
Dominion Government towards private 
lotholders; and such should have boon tho 
policy followed at Victoria Sir John 
drove a hard bargain. Ho refused to ac- 
cept for tho Victoria gander the same 
kind of sauce that had been served with 
the Port Moody goose. Without the 
island railway tho roikv tract known 
as tho site of tho Songeesh village would 
hove sold for about $10, 000 ; which was 
the mm the Dominion governmont were 
rightly entitled to. But there la another 
point raised by our evening coutempornry 
which may possibly bo entitled to more 
weight than its flimsy vaporing over the 
sum obtained. The point is this: That 
the reserve having been held in trust for 
the Indians by tho Dominion government 
if sold or applied to any purpose other than 
the benefit ot the Indians tho title reverts 
to tho provincial government. If this point 
Is well taken, u vole of the provincial house 
will be necessary to confirm tho sale — a vote 
which no man who is interested in the 
prosperity of Victoria and the province 
generally would hesitate to cast. Tho Do- 
minion government, however, may dispose 
of tho point by eliiiming that it is its inten- 
tion to apply the $60,000 to the purchase oi a 
new and more advantageous location for the 
Bungeesh tribe. Tho village is and has 
alwayB been an eyesore and a nuisance to 
Victorians biiico the fur-trading era cams 
to an end, and its dis.ippearanoe will bi> 
hailed with delight. The insinuation in 
the concluding portion of our contem- 
porary's articlo that a few of the govern- 
ment supporters hid a "hand in tho 
deal" is quite worthy of a Globe cor- 
respondent. But the wonder is that the 
Timea man has learnt nothing from the 
bitter eiperince of the recent elections. 
People can readily call to mind his 
ruffianly attacks on tho governmout can- 
didates. They failed to Becuro viatory 
for the opposition. On tho island only 
two anti-government members wore re- 
turned. When will our contemporary 
learn that falsehoods are not facts aud 
abuse ia not argument and that British 
Columbians will tolerate neither!

ENGLAND. 

London, Aug. 31.— The last of the 
preliminary races in the international 
sculling sweepstakes were rowed to day. 
There wore two heats, between Win. 
Beach, of Australia, and Goo. fiuhoar, 
of England, and the other bot ween John 
Teenier, of the United States, and Neil 
Matterson, of Australia. Beach and 
Teenier were the winners. Tho weather 
was brilliant, but the water somewhat 
lumpy. Beach led Bubear throughout 
(he heat and won as ho pleased by a clear 
six lengths, A foul occurred during the 
race, which both mon claimed. Dotting 
was 6 to 1 on Beach. His time was 
IS minutes 'M seconds. 

Teenier was almost as big a l.ivorue for 
the second heat a* Beach was for the first, 
6 to 1 being offered on him. The men 
got off together and remained on a level 
during the first 200 yards. Matterson then 
began to forgo ahead, and -oon led by a 
length, when ho crossed over and took 
Teemer's water. Teenier closed up and 
touched Matterson'a boat, thus winning 
the race on a foul. Matterson afterwards 
got clear and stopped dead-beat at 
Barnes' bridge. Teenier continued to 
tho lino, finishing alone. People on board 
tho steamers following tho raco were so 
absorbed in watching the foul, and after- 
wards when Matterson collapsed they in 
endeavoring to avoid the Australian ran 
down tho preBS launch, which was crushed 
between two others and half tilled with 
water. Tho reportors scrambled into 
other boats, leaving their notes behind. 
Two of the press men swam ashore. No 
one was drowned, though there was great 
■onfuaion for a time. Matterson ascribes 
his collapse to tho terrific exertions he 
put forth yesterday in his race with 
Wullaco Boas. Beach declare* he is 
wonderfully well and confident of beating 
Teemur in ths final race to-morrow. 
Betting on the result between Beach and 
Teemer is 7 to 4 on Boach. The raco 
will take place at 11:30 p m. 

At a meetiug to day of f u'ty advanced 
Gladstouians, members of parliament, 
Alfred Illingrorth presiding, it was 
unanimously resolved to favor and for- 
ward an aggressive policy. It was ulso 
determined to notify Sir Wm. Vernon 
Harcourt and Johu 51 or ley that the 
meeting desired that the home rule strug 
gle commenced at the rooont eleotious 
should bj strenuously maintained. 

GERMANY. 
Berlin, Au<, 31. — The Nor h Gorman 
Gazette reiterates that irrmiiy has 
no interest whatever iu Bulgaria. 
It says it is not worth while to 
keep a single German soldier under arms 
on account of Bulgaria. The necessity for 
the German armament is due to France. 
"Every French newspaper," the UatetU 
says, "proves that France is making 
rapid preparations to fight, aud that 
financial sacrifices are being made to raise 
the efficiency of her army. Germany 
must always keep hor eyes fixed upon 
Franco." 

FRANCE. 
Pakih, Aug. 31. — A dispatch from Bes 
lin Bays: Prince Dnigorouki will not «o 
to Bulgaria. The Russian officers who 
were in the Bulgarian army prior to the 
covp d'etat will not reenter Prince Alex- 
ander's service. A dispatch also says 
that Prinoe Alexander is not at all san- 
guine at restoring order and would abdi- 
cate only that he is enoouraged by Eng- 
land to porsorvero. 

CO RE A. 

Yokohama, Aug. 31. — Advicea from 
Corea say that owing to rumors that Rus- 
sia intended to establish a protectorate 
over Corea the Chinese minister there 
telegraphed to the Pekin government ask- 
ing that troops be sent to the peninsula, 
and that in compliance wi'.h the request 
the Chinese government dispatched nine 
mon of war with troops on board to Corea, 
and that they are now anchored before 
Chemulpo. The dispatshes further say 
that u largo number of Chinese soldiers 
had entered Seoul iu tho dis^uiBo of mer- | 
chants. Great excitement prevailed iu ' 
that town. Dense mobs were parading 
t he stroets and conflicts were frequent. 



UNITED STATES. 

Seveie Ilarthqunke Shock In 
the Eastern. States. 

A New Point Kuised in Connec- 
tion with the Corwiu'H 
Seizures. 

Two Trunin* Fleece and Bru- 
tally Ill-use an Old Man, 



Washington, Aug. 31. — At 9:55 this 
evening a sovero shock of earthquake, 
lasting twenty seconds, was felt hero. 
Buildings were rocked and much alarm 
was felt. Tho shock was fult at New 
York and Detroit, and at all Intermediate 
points. No damage of importance is re- 
ported. 

New York, Aug. 31. — A Washington 
apocial says: A now point has boon raised 
in connection with the seizure by the 
United States revenue outtor of two Can- 
adian vessels in Behring Sea on tho 
ground that thoy were catching seals in 
waters coded to the United States by 
Russia. Ono of these vessels is said to 
have been captured (15 miles and the sec- 
ond one 70 miles from tho nearest land. 
The point made is that Russia has the 
right to convoy to the United States as it 
did by the terms of its treaty iu connec- 
tion with the sale of Alaska, tho groator 
part of Behring Sea. Will any foreign 
government recognize such right under 
international laws! If the United States 
has the rittht to prohibit British fiahor- 
nion from taking fur seals 120 miles from 
land, has not the United States tho same 
right to prohibit British or Norwegian 
whalers wilhiu tho same seas/ Our treaty 
rights iu Uohnug Sea have never been 
testod. Ii Is possible that the seizure of 
these two Canadian vessels by our revenue 
cutter may bring these rights into dis- 
pute. Inquiry was mado at tho State 
Department to ascertain whether tho de- 
partment had considered tho matter. 
Assistant-Secretary Porter said that tho 
subject has not yot been brought to tho 
official attention of tho department. It 
was wholly under tho control of the 
Treasury department, where it will be 
likely to remain, unless owners of Cana- 
dian vessels should complain to their 
government. Canada should, in turn, 
roport to the British government, end 
the subjeot would in this manner be 
called to the attention of the State de- 
partment. 

iN-DHNi-POLis, Ind., Aug. 31. — A Colum- 
bus speciul reports that Wm. MeCliutoek, 
an old and wealthy farmer, was to-day in- 
duced by two sharpers on some unknown 
pretext to como to that city aud draw §5000 
from the bank. In company with these 
men he started on his return, and when a 
fow miles out of town tho men boat aud 
robbed tho old man aud threw him out in 
tho road. His failure to return homo 
caused a search to be ruada, and he was 
found where ho had boon thrown by tho 
thieves. He was so badly beaten and ex- 
cited that he was unable to give an intelli- 
gent account of the robbery. 

Chicago, 111., Aug. 31. — The safe of the 
Dearborn Building and Lo»u association 
was blown open last night aud $26110, the 
entire fuuds of the association wore taken. 
It is believt-d that members ot the associa- 
tion aro implicated. 

Five tramps, Cleveland Charley, "Cap- 
tain" Ebbs, Buck Henry, Jack Williams, 
and an unknown, aro now behoved, it is 
stated by detectives to-night, to be the per- 
petrators of the Rock Island train robery 
last March, when Messenger Nichols was 
killed aud $21,000 stolen from the express 
car. Cloveland Ctarley and Cap. 
tain Ebbs are at present under 
sentenoe to Waupun penitentiary for burg- 
lary committed iu Milwaukee, aud detec- 
tives aro close on the track of the others. 
The first clue, it is said, was obtained from 
the keeper of tho tramps' boarding house 
of Chicago, to wliom Cleveland Charley 
gave a bundlo of bloody clothing to keep 
until called for. Farther details aro with- 
held by the ofllcers. 

Auol'sta, Ga. , Aug. 31 — At Lingley 
on the South Carolina railway, 15 miles 
frojii hero and 125 miles from Charleston, 
the earthquake destroyed a mill dam, and 
tho water washed aiv.iy the road bed. The 
train dashed into a flood uud the engineer 
and firomon was drowned. The engine is 
now forty foot under water.

BULGARIA. 

Brblin. Auj 31 —A correspondent of 
Tagbladt, at Franzenbad, has had an in- 
terview with DeGiera in which the Rus- 
sian foreign minister stated he would ro- 
turn to St. Petersburg on Sept. 3rd. Ho 
would go by way of Berlin, and would 
have another conference in that city with 
Bismarck. Nothing was decided upon 
regarding Bulgaria at his rocont interview 
with the chancellor, as it was not known 
that Aloxander would return to Sofia, 
DeGiera said ho did not know what the 
czar's present intentions were, but he 
said Russia could not ocoupy Bulgaria 
while that country was tranquil. Rus- 
sia's position would be a vory delicato and 
critical ona should Aloxander insist upon 
tho execution of tho men who led tho 
conspiracy against him. DeGiers spoke 
in condemnation of Alexander's course, 
and alluding to England's act'on in the 
premises, said she has used everything 
that came within|her reach as an instru- 
ment against Russia . 

London, Aug. 31. — Dispatches from 
St. Petersburg state that leading Russian 
papers affect to have great fears concern- 
ing the fate of Bulgaria, where, to quoto 
the language of ono of them, thoro aro 
two governments and two armies menac- 
ing each other with civil war. The speedy 
pacification of Bulgaria, declares another 
of theBO papers, concerns other powors 
besides Russia. TheNavoo Vremya de- 
clares that Alexander must be prevented 
from returning to Sofia, and says all Rus- 
sians would enthusiastically support any 
stops which Russia might tako to prevent 
him. 

Tiknova, Aug. 31.— Prinoe Alexan- 
der's journey hero from Sistova was a 
aeries ol ovations. The people, headed 
by the priests, tlockod to the different 
points on the route of the procession, and 
greeted the prince with joyous shouts of 
welcome. Largo crowds left Tirnova to 
moot the prinoe at a point five miles dis- 
tant and escorted him into the town amid 
great enthusiasm. An address of welcome 
was presented on behalf of the people. 
Alexander congratulated Tirnova upon 
having oummcnoed a counter revolution 
in his favor. It is now said Alexander 
will probably proceed to Phillipopolis 
to-day. 

Bucharest, Aug. 31 — Three leaders of 
tho u mjpiracy against Prinoe Alexander, 
including thu treasurer, have taken 
refuge in this city. Tho government de- 
cided to expel them and notified the 
refugees that they must leave. The con- 
spirators thereupon appealed to the Rus 
aian legation for protection. Telegrams 
woru pa?Bing between the logatiou and St. 
Petersburg ah of last night. Alexander 
will strive at Phillipopolis to morrow. 

ENGLAND. 

London, Aug 31 —In the first heal to- 
day in the international sculnng contest 
between Beach, of Australia, and Bubear, 
of England, Beach won.

Leiobsteb, Aug 24. — The inquest on 
the body of James L 'we, r-'cently f iund 
dead in a carriage on the Midland railway 
train, develops what may prove a sensa- 
tional cane of railway murder. Lowe, who 
lived in Manchester, had gone to Loudon 
to collect a debt of 80,000, which he had 
in his position when he left London. 
The guard of the train bought Lowe's 
tickot, returning several dollars chango, 
and then locked the doors of tho car- 
riage, aa Lowe expreEsed a wish to sleep 
quietly during tho trip. The guard on 
the arrival of tho train at Leicester found 
a pistol on tho foot-board of the locked 
carriage. Tina induced him to look into 
tho carriage, when he found Lowe dead 
on the floor of the cariiage surrounded by 
a pool of blond. He was shot through 
the head. His money pocket was ripped 
open, and tho chango returned by tho 
guard was missing, as was also the Sfti.OOO. 
Medical testimony showed the apparent 
impossibility of suicide. His friends be- 
lieve that tho London debtor, whoso name 
ia unknown, followed him and murdered 
him.

Failure of a Large San Frnn- 
cit«co Firm. 

San Francisco, Aug. 30.— Keane 
Brothors, dry goods dealers, assigned to 
Daniel Meyer this morning, Liabilities 
8230,000; assets nominal. The firm oon- 
siBta of Thomas 'Keane and Patrick 
Boland. Among tho principal oroditors 
are Danl. Meyer, to' whom the firm is in- 
dobtod for §39 000. Among other 
creditors aro Levi Strauss & Co. , Murphy, 
Grant & Co., tho Bank of California, M. 
Sachs Sc Co., and Kahn Bros , Biue & 
Oo. There were in all 130 creditors, in- 
cluding sovoral New York firms. A meet- 
ing of the creditors was held thla after- 
noon and E. Newhall and M. Reis, of 
Newburger, Reis & Co., were appointed 
to assist the assignee. The only" reason 
assigned for the failure is that, although 
the business of the firm has steadily in- 
creased, tho profits have not kept pace 
with the iuor'eaBed expenses. The house 
was established twenty years ago, and 
onjoyed the confidence of the entire busi- 
ness community. It is believed that an 
arrangement will be effected with the 
creditors whereby the firm will resume 
business. Tho assignees hold a meeting 
to night and decided to investigate the 
failure A plan of investigation was 
drawn up and agreed to.

AO real Explosion near Chicago 

Chicago, Aug. 29.— At 9:16 o'clock 
this morning, in the midpt of a heavy 
thunder storm, a powder magazine be- 
longing to the Liflin and Rand Powder 
company was struck by lightning. An 
explosion followed which destroyed pro- 
perty valued at $75 000, besides killing 
ono person almost instantly, fatally in- 
juring four and contributing painful in- 
juries to nearly twenty-five others.

SUPPLY. 

The MuguJflcciH Interior Wheat 
Fields will Accomodate 
the Province. 

Mr. Lawes, tho manager of the Colum- 
bia Milling Company, has gone up coun- 
try to superintend the erection of tho 
company's now flour mill at Spallumcheen. 
The machinery for a gradual reduction 
roller mill, with all tho latest improve- 
ments, ia from tho well-known firm of 
Guldin A McOulloch, Gait, Out., and 
will bo driven by a Wheelcck engine of 
one hundred horse power, with cylinders 
of 14 inch bore, and 30 -inch stroke. Tho 
site for tho mill bus been well chosen ou 
tho bank of Spallumoheen river in close 
proximity to tho proposed Shuswap-Oka- 
nagau railway, 

Mr. Lawes wr,s amongst the first to in- 
troduce tho roller mill into England, and 
has been employed on some of the largeat 
European rolliug mills. 

With a vlow to entering into business 
on thia coast he has, during tho past two 
years, been practically testing tho wheat 
yield in Oregon and British Columbia. 
Ho linda that the district to bo opened up 
by the Shuswap and Ok*nrgan railway 
produces a quality of wheat unsurpassed 
in auy part of tho world, and of sufficient 
oxtont, on development, to grow wheat 
enough to supply the whole provinoe. 
The quality is known to the trade bb 
"hard wheat" and is very s'rong and rich 
in gluten. The bid style of atono mills 
hitherto exiting in tho province has been 
unable to work up suocoablully this high 
grade of wheat, and the aamo difficulty 
was experienced iu the North weal, before 
tho introduction of !ho roller mills there.

largoly depended on your skill aud 
ability.

Col. R. J. Stevens, U. 8. Consul: 

DeauSib: — I had just packed up toady 
for tho boat (or Port Moody to-night, when 
I received your letter of to-day, euolosing 
the address of tbo colored residents of Vic- 
toria, formerly of the United States. I 
should only have been too glad to have met 
them face to face, and regret that thoy de- 
layed to tho last moment. I wish them 
one and all, their families and doucoudauta, 
ul! the happinoss und privileges which are 
allowed the moro favored race of men on 
uarth. Their progress during the past 20 
years has been all they should have expect- 
ed, from slavery to freedom, with the right 
to come aud go as they please, to engage in 
any manlier oi business, aud with tho pro- 
tection of the law for themselves and fami- 
lies. Now, if 25 years have accomplished 
ho much, what may they not expect in the 
next twenty-five, and again in tho next 25, 
and so on. Tho white raco for a thousand 
years has been constantly for freedom, 
equality in political matters, and yet hs.ve 
not secured this iu all luuds. Therefore, I 
counsel patieuce, uud believe by desiring 
political equality the colored raco will ob- 
tain it. I am very sorry that any person 
should leave the United States for a bettor 
homo. Vet if the colored people of Vic- 
toria aro contented aud happy, moro so 
than lu tho United States, I sincerely wish 
them well, and if in after time they return 
to their old homes, I am sure thoy will 
find thoir people far advanced iu the new 
cause.
